Ron Bride made
motion, seconded by Dale Taylor and carried unanimously, to set November 14, 2016, at 9:00
a.m. as public hearing date for action to vacate and close those portions of Harvest Avenue and
289" Trail in Sections 31 and 32, Township 68 North, Range 15 West, commencing at a point
approximately 2,900 feet south of the NE ¥4 of the NE ¥4 of Section 31 and continuing south
approximately 887 feet along Harvest Avenue and then west along 289" Trail approximately
2,510 feet.
